(b) Gost/Price BEval uation

(1) The proposed cost/prices wll be eval uated but not
scored. The cost eval uation w |l detern ne whether the proposed
costs are realistic, conplete, and reasonable in relation to the
sanpl e task order scenario requirenents. Proposed costs nust be
entirely conpatible wth the technial proposal for the task
or der s.

(2) Athough cost/price is the least inportant eval uation
factor, it wll not be ignored. The degree of inportance of the
proposed price/cost wll increase with the degree of equality of
